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HISTORY 

A  bill  was  introduced  and  passed  by  the 
General  Assembly  in  the  legislative  session  of 
1871,  in  conformity  to  the  Normal  School  Act 
of  1857,  confirming  the  establishment  of  a  State 
Normal  School  in  the  ninth  Normal  School 
District,  and  the  first  building  was  completed 
and  opened  for  students  on  May  17,  1875.  This 
building,  named  John  Sutton  Hall  in  honor  of 
the  first  president  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
still  in  use,  is  in  excellent  condition.  The  steady 
growth  of  the  school  has  caused  a  continuous 
expansion  in  its  building  program,  which  in- 
eludes  a  men's  dormitory,  now  under  con- 
struction. 

Many  new  buildings  have  followed  that  edi' 
fice  of  tradition  -  John  Sutton  Hall.  The  size 
and  natural  beauty  of  the  college  campus  offers 
ample  opportunity  for  recreation  in  an  environ' 
ment  wholly  conducive  to  personal  enjoyment. 
In  1913,  at  a  cost  of  $100,000,  the  power  plant 
wai6  built.  This  enables  the  college  to  furnish  its 
own  power,  heat,  light,  and  hot  and  cold  water. 
The  College  Lodge,  located  a  few  miles  from 
Indiana,  is  surrounded  by  100  acres  of  wooded 
hillside.  This  offers  not  only  opportunity  for 
nature  study  by  science  and  conservation  classes, 
but  provides  an  ideal  setting  for  a  large  part  of 
the   college's  social   activities. 

In  April,  1920,  entire  control  and  owner' 
ship  of  the  school  passed  to  the  Commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania.  In  May,   1927,  by  authority  of 


the  General  Assembly,  the  State  Normal  School 
became  a  college  with  the  right  to  grant  dc 
grees.  The  name  was  then  changed  to  the  State 
Teachers  College   at  Indiana,   Pennsylvania. 

All  curricula  are  four  years  in  length  and 
£-•11  lead  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science 
in  Education  and  the  Provisional  College  Cer' 
tiiicate  in  the  field  of  the  student's  selection. 
The  college  is  an  approved  and  fully  accredited 
member  of  the  Middle  States  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  and  of  the 
American  Association  of  Colleges  for  Teacher 
Education,  the  two  acknowledged  accrediting 
agencies  for  institutions  in  this  region.  The  fact 
that  this  college  is  a  member  of  these  two  or- 
ganizations is  of  immediate  personal  importance 
to  the  individual  student  in  two  ways:  first,  the 
student  may  transfer  college  credits  from  one 
approved  institution  to  another  without  loss  in 
case  he  finds  it  necessary  to  change  colleges; 
and  second,  tne  student  who  is  a  graduate  of  an 
approved  inst.tution  is  eligible  for  a  better  teach' 
ing  position  in  any  of  the  secondary  schools. 

The  enrollment  at  Indiana  has  increased 
from  328  students  in  that  first  term  of  1875  to 
its  present  enrollment  which  nears  the  1443 
mark. 

The  history  of  the  State  Teachers  College 
at  Indiana,  Pennsylvania,  is  the  history  of  the 
accomplishments  and  sincere  efforts  of  its  found' 
ers,  its  administrators,  its  faculty  and  its  students.

In  1950  Indiana  State  Teachers  College  celc 
brated  her  seventy-fifth  anniversary  as  an  insti- 
tution of  learning  from  which  thousands  of  stu- 
dents have  been  graduated.  In  the  early  years 
Indiana  was  a  Normal  School,  but  in  1927  it 
became  a  Teachers  College,  granting  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  the  various  fields  of 
education. 

Very  early  in  the  history  of  the  school  an 
Alumni  Association  was  organized  which  func- 
tioned, in  more  or  less  its  original  form,  until 
1933.  At  that  time  the  present  Constitution  was 
adopted,  which  provided  for  a  General  Associ- 
ation, as  formerly,  but  also  "made  provision  for 
local  units  to  be  formed  wherever  there  were 
sufficient  alumni  to  make  such  units  possible. 
At  present  there  are  seventy-seven  active  alumni 
units,  twenty-four  of  which  are  located  in  Penn- 
sylvania. 

The  stated  purpose  of  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion is  to  promote  the  general  interest  and  wel- 
fare of  the  State  Teachers  College  of  Indiana, 
Pennsylvania;  to  advance  the  professional  in- 
terests of  its  members;  to  maintain  and  promote 
high  educational  standards;  to  foster  a  closer 
relationship  among  its  members  and  with  other 
educational  institutions:  and  to  perpetuate  and 
increase  the  Jane  E.  Leonard  Memorial  Loan 
Fund. 
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The  Jane  E.  Leonard  Memorial  Loan  Fund 
and  the  Corinne  Menk  Wahr  Scholarship  Fund 
have  made  possible  a  collec[e  education  for  many 
students. 

Many  projects  have  been  carried  out  by  the 
alumni.  Providing  the  pipe  organ  for  Fisher 
Auditorium,  refurnishing  and  redecorating  East 
Parlor  as  a  memorial  for  Indiana's  men  and 
women  who  served  in  World  War  II,  refurnish- 
ing East  Porch  and  furnishing  the  Alumni  Guest 
Room  in  South  Hall  are  some  of  the  activities 
that  have  been  carried  out  in  recent  years.  The 
television  sets,  purchased  in  the  fall  of  1950,  are 
their  latest  gifts  to  the  college. 

Recently  a  L:fe  Membership  Plan  was 
adopted.  Money  from  Life  Memberships  has 
been  used  to  help  finance  the  two  Alumni  Bul- 
letins which  are  published  each  year. 

An  alumni  office,  newly  equipped  by  the 
Alumni  Association,  is  maintained  in  John 
Sutton  Hall.  Mrs.  Flossie  Wagner  Sanford  of 
Rosedale,  Allegheny  County,  is  president. 

Homecoming  and  Alumni  Day  are  important 
days  in  the  lives  of  Indiana's  Alumni,  for  on 
those  occasions  alumni  return  to  their  Alma 
Mater,  renew  old  friendships,  and  recall  the  days 
when  they  too  were  students  at  Indiana.

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VETERANS'  INFORMATION 
(Veterans  Counselor:  L.  H.  Schnell) 

GENERAL 

The  office  of  the  Veterans  Counselor  is  not  a 
Veterans  Administration  office.  It  is  estabHshed 
by  the  College  to  prepare  the  necessary  papers 
which  enter  a  veteran  into  training.  When  en' 
rollment  forms  are  submitted  to  Veterans  Ad' 
ministration,  the  veteran  is  placed  on  the  sub' 
s.stence  payroll  and  the  college  is  entitled  to 
receive  payment  for  fees,  textbooks,  and  special 
supplies.  In  addition  to  entrance  forms,  many 
records  arc  maintained  to  serve  as  a  basis  for 
required  reports  to  Veterans  Administration. 

In  addition  to  the  formal  paper-work  and 
reports  to  Veterans  Administration,  the  Veterans 
Counselor  extends  many  courtesy  services  to 
veterans  enrolled  at  Indiana.  In  the  event  a 
veteran  has  any  problem  involving  his  status 
under  the  ''G.I."  bill,  he  should  see  the  Veterans 
Counselor. 

The  Veterans  Counselor  is  required,  by  VA 
regulations,  to  report  immediately  any  veteran 
whose  conduct  or  academic  progress  is  unsatis' 
factory  or  borderline.  Dismissal  from  college 
for  any  cause  automatically  terminates  a  veteran's 
entitlement  to  training  under  the  "G.I."  bill. 
Reinstatement  may  occur  after  the  veteran  has 
secured   VA  advisement. 

Some  institutions  require  veterans  to  pay  all 
their  fees,  subject  to  refund  after  VA  pays  the 
institution.  Veterans  attending  Indiana  under 
the   "G.I."   bill   are   credited   with  deferred   pay 
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ment  of  contingent,  tuition,  and  activity  fees,  as 
well  as  for  books  and  supplies.  The  college  can 
recover  the  full  amount  advanced  only  if  trainees 
cooperate  fully  in  keeping  all  records  accurate. 
Amounts  rejected  for  payment  by  VA  are  auto- 
matically   chargeable    to    the    veteran. 

Daily  absence  records  are  kept  by  the  faculty 
and  submitted  to  the  Veterans  Counselor.  Ex' 
cessive  absences  lead  to  reduction  in  subsistence 
pay  or  interruption  of  training.  Failure  to  attend 
a  scheduled  activity,  regardless  of  the  reason,  is 
reported  as  an  absence.  Absences  for  official  or 
recognized  college  business  are  reported  but  are 
not   charged   against   the    veteran. 

Occasional  notices  of  urgent  importance  to 
veterans  are  posted  on  the  veterans'  bulletin 
boards  which  will  be  found  in  several  buildings 
on  the  campus.  Locate  these  boards  and  consult 
them  daily.  It  is  each  veteran's  responsibility  to 
comply  with   posted   notices. 

Report  Personally  to  Veterans  Counselor 
promptly: 

1.  ANY  change  of  college  program  at  ANY 
time  after  enrollment.  VA  pays  tuition  only  on 
the  basis  of  the  authorized  college  program. 
Therefore  an  accurate  program  must  be  on  file 
with  the  Veterans  Counselor. 

2.  When  an  absence  exceeds  three  (3)  days. 
(Inform  him  of  probable  date  of  return  and 
reason  for  absence  by  wire,  phone,  or  letter. 
Otherwise  automatic  interruption  and  removal 
from   payroll   may   result.) 

3.  Upon  return  from  an  absence  exceeding 
three   days. 
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4.  Chan{j;e  of  local  or  home  address. 

5.  Plans  to  withdraw  from  college.  (Except 
in  unusual  cases,  withdrawal  from  college,  or 
failure  to  maintain  uninterrupted  enrollment 
during  regular  semesters,  cancels  all  remaining 
entitlement.) 

6.  ANY  change  of  dependency  or  marital 
status.  (Secure  forms  required  to  be  filed  with 
VA.  Increases  for  marriage  or  birth  of  a  child 
are  awarded  as  of  the  date  VA  receives  proof.) 

7.  Receipt  of  first  subsistence  check.  (Se' 
cure  a  form  for  keeping  an  up'to-date  record 
of  the  VA  checks.) 

8.  Failure  to  receive  subsistence  check  by 
the   twelfth  of  each   month. 

9.  Receipt  of  1907c  form  (purple)  after 
each  enrollment  or  Form  1958  (notice  of  ex' 
piration). 

Specific   Regulations   and   Information 

1.  Textbooks  are  furnished  for  classes  on 
your  schedule  and  only  those  textbooks  which 
are  required  of  all  other  students  taking  the 
same  class. 

2.  Textbook  authorizations  are  issued  as 
soon  after  enrollment  as  possible  and  will  be 
turned  over  to  the  Manager  of  the  Bookstore. 
Only  books  listed  by  the  faculty  before  the  be 
ginning  of  a  semester  will  be  authorized  at  the 
time  of  registration.  Authorizations  for  text' 
hooks,  when  requests  are  filed  after  a  semester 
begins,  will  be  issued  as  soon  as  possible  but 
there  may  be  considerable  delay.  Do  not  call  at 
the   Veterans  Counselor's   office   requesting   spc 
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cial  attention.  Late  authorizations  will  be  de' 
livered  to  the  Bookstore  Manager  when  they  are 
ready.  DO  NOT  WRITE  NAME  IN  BOOKS 
UNTIL  ALL  SCHEDULE  CHANGES  HAVE 
BEEN  MADE. 

3.  Read  the  small  print  on  the  authorization 
card  when  drawing  books  and  supplies,  before 
signing,  to  see  what  you  certify  to  be  true  and 
what  you  agree  to   do. 

4.  Textbooks  and  special  non-expendable 
supplies  must  be  returned  when  a  course  is 
dropped  or  when  a  veteran  withdraws  from  col- 
lege during  a  semester  or  is  refused  re-admission. 

5.  Veterans  are  responsible  for  checking 
their  schedules  against  authorization  cards  issued. 
If,  through  error,  a  wrong  authorization  card  is 
issued,  the  veteran  becomes  financially  respon' 
sible  if  he  accepts  textbooks  for  courses  not  on 
his  current  schedule  or  if  he  accepts  a  textbook 
issued  to  him  in  a  previous  course. 

6.  Consumable  supplies  will  be  issued  in  ac- 
cordance with  a  maximum  cost  schedule.  De- 
tails   are    posted    in   the    Bookstore. 

7.  Certain  courses  require  special  supplies 
which  are  not  issued  as  consumable  supplies. 
These  supplies  are  procured  in  the  Bookstore 
and  based  on  the  veteran's  schedule  and  an 
authorized  catalogue  of  supplies.  Certain  non- 
expendable items  are  issued  only  once  regard- 
less of  the  number  of  classes  in  which  they  are 
required  equipment.  Lost  or  broken  items  are 
not  replaced  at  VA  expense. 

8.  Supplies  and  equipment  used  in  extra- 
curricular  activities   cannot   be   charged    to    VA. 
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Gymnasium   shoes,  lab  aprons,   and  clothing  are 
not  chargeable  to   VA. 

9.  Veterans  must  not  change  curricula  with' 
out  approval  of  the  Veterans  Counselor.  Con' 
suit  him   early  for  details.  n^-  , 

10.  Veterans  may  be  paid  I'day  gratis  sub' 
sistence  at  the  end  of  the  semester.  Each  must 
elect  to  accept  or  reject  this  gratis  pay  when  he 
enrolls.  If  accepted,  If^day  is  deducted  from 
entitlement  and  the  amount  cannot  be  returned 
later  even  if  the  veteran  needs  the  time  to  com' 
plete  a  semester. 

11.  VA  will  continue  a  veteran  on  the  pay 
roll  and  pay  all  fees  for  the  semester  if  he  has 
enough  entitlement  to  get  beyond  the  mid'point 
of  the  semester  in  which  his  entitlement  expires. 
Otherwise  VA  pays  only  pro  rata  and  the  vet' 
eran  is  removed  from  the  payroll  when  his  en' 
titlement  expires.  Consult  the  Veterans  Coun' 
selor  for  suggestions  as  to  the  best  use  of  en' 
titlement  and  possible  methods  for  extending  it. 
The  1907c  form  received  after  each  enrollment 
shows  the  entitlement  balance  and  training 
period.  Always  check  it  for  accuracy. 

12.  New  Veterans:  Those  who  entered  mill' 
tary  service  before  October  5,  1946,  should  give 
the  Dean  of  Instruction  photostatic  proof  of 
basic  or  boot  training.  He  may  be  able  to  award 
Health    Education    credit. 

13.  A  new  Certificate  of  Eligibility  must  be 
secured  to  transfer  to  another  institution  or  to 
take  post-graduate  work  at  Indiana.  Request  in- 
formation   about   the    procedure   early. 
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"Cut-off"    Date    Regulations 

Except  in  certain  unusual  cases  the  following 
regulations  apply  to  all  veterans.  July  25,  1951 
was  set  by  VA  as  the  final  date  for  a  veteran  to 
begin  his  training  or  to  begin  a  new  course  after 
previous    training    under   the    G.I.    Bill. 

1.  Veterans  must  remain  in  continuous 
training  for  both  semesters  of  the  regular  school 
year.  Interruption  cancels  all  remaining  entitle 
ment. 

2.  Veterans  who  attend  during  summers 
may  attend  one,  two.  or  three  summer  sessions. 
However,  they  must  not  interrupt  during  a 
summer  session  or  their  entitlement  is  forfeited. 

3.  No  course  changes  are  permitted  unless 
approved  by  VA  and  based  on  VA  ADVISE- 
MENT TESTS.  Requests  for  "advisement"  must 
be  filed  with  VA  during  the  last  semester  of 
undergraduate  work.  Approval  of  change  of 
course  will   not  be  easy  to  obtain. 

4.  Continuation  of  undergraduate  education 
to  graduate  education  is  not  considered  a  course 
change.  VA  may  approve  postgraduate  training 
at  Indiana  to  extend  certification  or  make  certi' 
fication    permanent. 

5.  May  graduates  who  plan  to  teach  begin- 
ning  the  following  September  and  wish  to  pur- 
sue graduate  work  during  consecutive  summers 
must  begin  their  graduate  work  during  the  sum- 
mer following  graduation. 

6.  May  graduates  who  wish  to  begin  full 
or  part-time  graduate  training  the  following 
September   may  do   so   provided   they   apply   to

VA  for  a  supplemental  entitlement  before  the 
end  of  regular  classes  in  their  last  undergraduate 
semester. 

7.  Veterans  graduating  in  January  or  during 
a  summer  must  begin  full  or  part-time  graduate 
work  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  session  or 
semester  as  scheduled  at  the  graduate  school 
they  plan  to  attend  and  must  apply  for  a  sup' 
plemental  certificate  before  the  close  of  regular 
classes    in    the    semester    they    graduate. 

All  VA  regulations  are  subject  to  change 
without   notice. 

The  Keith  School  -  The  Keith  School, 
located  on  the  campus,  is  housed  in  a  modern 
building  which  includes  a  primary,  an  elemen- 
tary  and  a  junior  high  school  department.  In  all 
departments  teaching  facilities  are  provided  for 
Art,  Music  and  Home-Making  under  special 
supervisors  of  those  subjects.  In  the  junior  high 
provisions  are  made  for  Business  Education, 
Latin,  French  and  Spanish.  The  school  has  a 
fine  gymnasium,  an  excellent  library  and  a  well- 
equipped    shop. 

The  Library  ^ — The  main  desk  on  the  first 
floor  of  Wilson  Hall  Library  is  the  center  of 
library  activities.  The  Periodical  Room,  the  Re- 
served Reading  Room,  the  Curriculum  Room 
and  the  Student  Library  Reading  Lounge  make 
up  the  remainder  of  the  first  floor  of  the  library. 

On  the  second  floor  are  the  large,  well' 
lighted  reading  rooms  filled  with  books  acces- 
sible to  the  students.  Many  other  volumes  are 
kept   in    stacks    in    the    basement. 
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With  the  exception  of  a  tew  books  which 
are  reserved  for  special  purposes,  all  books 
circulate  for  two  weeks.  Unbound  periodicals 
circulate   for  one  day. 

Members  of  the  library  staff  are  glad  to  give 
help   to  students  at  any  time.

Testing  Program  for  Freshmen  and  Other 
New  Students  —  All  new  students  except  those 
transferring  two  years'  credit  are  required  to 
take  a  series  of  tests  during  the  first  two  weeks 
of  school.  The  program  includes  a  psycholo- 
gical examination;  tests  in  English,  including 
reading;  social  studies;  natural  science;  and  con- 
temporary affairs.  These  tests  are  for  measur- 
ing a  student's  background  in  these  fields  and 
for  classifiication  and  guidance.  The  results  of 
the  tests  are  made  known  to  the  students 
through   their  advisers. 

Freshman  Week  —  The  first  three  days  of 
the  hr?t  semester  have  been  set  aside  as  "Fresh- 
man Week.'  During  these  days  new  students 
will  complete  their  registration,  secure  their 
programs,  take  their  health  examinations  and 
standard  tests.  Other  activities  will  include  a 
get-acquainted  party  and  a  convocation.  Orien- 
tation helps  will  include  social  conferences, 
counseling   and   reports   of   health   examinations. 
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Freshman  Customs  — -  Freshman  Customs,  ob- 
served one  week  before  the  first  home  football 
game  (week  of  September  16),  are  sponsored 
by  the  Student  Council  working  through  the 
Sophomore  Class.  Faculty  advisers  are  Miss 
Martha  C.  Faust  and  Mr.  W.  M.  Whitmyre. 
At  a  Freshman  Class  meeting,  soon  after  the 
beginning  of  the  semester,  the  program  of  cus' 
toms   is   discussed. 

Transfer  of  Credits  —  Credit  will  be  given 
students  transferring  from  other  accredited  col' 
leges  in  so  far  as  these  credits  will  fit  into  the 
curriculum  chosen  by  the  student  in  this  col' 
lege.  No  credit  can  be  approved  for  any  course 
in  which  the  grade  received  was  the  lowest 
passing  grade  in  the  school  in  which  the  work 
was  taken. 

Grading  system  for  the  Student: 

Explanation   of   grades: 

"A"  indicates  an  excellent  grade  of  work, 

"B"  indicates  a  good  grade  of  work. 

"C"  indicates  a  fairly  satisfactory  grade  of  work. 

"D"  indicates  a  low  grade  of  passing  work. 

"F"    indicates   a    failure    and    no    credit   shall    be 
^  given   for   the   course   so    m.arked    until   it   has 

been  repeated  in  the  regular  way. 
"I"  is  given  to  students  who,  because  of  ab- 
sence or  other  entirely  satisfactory  reason, 
have  been  unable  to  complete  the  required 
work,  but  who  have  been  doing  in  general 
a  satisfactory  type  of  work.    This  mark  must 
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be  removed  within  two  months  of  regular 
school  time  or  it  becomes  a  failure.  Upon 
completing  the  required  work,  the  student 
may  receive  any  mark  to  which  the  teacher 
feels  he  is  entitled. 

"W"    indicates    that    a    student    has    withdrawn 
from   a   course. 

Quality  Points  —  A  system  of  Quality  Points 
has  been   established  as  follows: 

(1)  There  are  required  for  graduation  a  nunv 
ber  of  quality  points  equal  to  the  number  of 
semester  hours  of  credit  required  in  the  course 
being   pursued. 

(2)  An  "A"  mark  gives  three  (3)  quality 
points  for  each  semester  hour  of  credit  so 
marked;  a  ''B"  mark  gives  two  (2)  quality 
points  for  each  semester  hour  of  credit  so 
marked;  a  "C"  mark  gives  one  (1)  quality 
point  for  each  semester  hour  of  credit  so 
marked;  and  a  "D"  mark  gives  no  (0)  quality 
points. 

Purpose  of  Quality  Points  -  In  general  a 
"C"  average,  that  is,  one  quality  point  for  each 
semester  hour  of  credit  is  the  minimum  require 
ment   for   eligibility   for: 

A.  An   office  in  a  student  organization. 

B.  Participation  in  activities  representing  the 
college   in   public. 

C.  Membership   in   a   sorority  or   fraternity. 

D.  Junior  Standing. 

E.  Student  Teaching. 
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Advisory  System  --  Each  student  has  frc 
quenfc  contact  with  a  faculty  adviser  who  assists 
him  with  his  program  and  advises  him  in  cur- 
ricular,  scholastic  and  personal  problems.  One 
hour  each  week  is  definitely  set  aside  for  group 
advisory  meetings  and  conferences.  Each  upper' 
class  student  has  an  adviser  in  the  field  of  his 
major  interest. 

Absence  and  Tardiness  —  In  case  of  absence 
or  tardiness  the  student  will  fill  out  a  blank 
and  present  it  to  the  teacher  for  admission  to 
the   class. 

The  teacher  will  pass  judgment  on  the  mer- 
its  of  the  excuse  and  handle  the  matter  accord' 
ingly. 

The  blanks  will  be  available  at  any  depart' 
ment   oflice. 

This  plan  puts  the  responsibility  first  upon 
the  student,  second  on  the  teacher,  and  third 
upon  the  Dean  of  Instruction,  who  may  in  turn 
furnish  the  adviser  and  the  Dean  of  Men  or 
the  Dean  of  Women  with  whatever  information 
is   necessary  for  a   follow'up. 

Whenever  a  teacher  feels  that  any  student 
has  been  absent  or  tardy  to  an  extent  that 
might  endanger  scholastic  standing,  the  teacher 
will  report  the  fact  promptly  to  the  office  of 
the    Dean    of   Instruction. 

Eligibility  for  Student  Teaching  —  No  stu' 
dent  will  be  permitted  to  do  student  teaching 
unless  he  holds  a  certificate  of  Junior  Standing 
with   a   "C"  average. 

Student   teaching    in    the    summer    session    is 
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restricted  to  those  who  have  had  previous  stU' 
ucnt  teaching  in  this  school  or  several  years  of 
actual  teaching  experience.  Application  to  do 
student  teaching  during  the  summer  session 
should   be   made  before   May    15. 

Junior  Standing  —  Formal  admission  to  Jun' 
ior  Standing  is  a  requisite  for  continuing  the 
program  in  teacher  education.  This  marks  the 
time  when  the  professional  work  is  intensified. 
Fourth  semester  students  will  make  application 
for  admission  to  Junior  Standing  for  which 
they  are  required  to  meet  the  following  quali' 
fications: 

1.  The  scholastic  record  must  be  a  "C" 
average  or  better  for  the  first  two  years'  work. 

2.  A  "C"  average  must  be  attained  in  Eng' 
lish  courses  or  a  satisfactory  score  made  on  the 
Sophomore  English  Test.  Students  transferring 
English  credits  must  pass  the  Sophomore  Eng' 
lish  Test. 

3.  Adequate  background  as  measured  by  the 
Sophomore  Tests  (December  or  March)  in 
English,  General  Culture  and  Contemporary 
Affairs  must  be  shown.  Students  who  rank  low 
in  all  three  tests  will  be  required  to  take  an 
additional  three '  hour  course  and  repeat  the 
Sophomore   Tests. 

4.  A  personality  that  is  satisfactory  for  a 
teacher  must  be  in  evidence.  Reports  of  six  or 
seven  members  of  the  faculty  form  the  basis 
for   evaluating   this    factor. 

!>.    Evidence    of    physical    stamina    and    free 
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dom    from    physical    defects    that    may    interfere 
with  the  duties  of  a  teacher  must  be  presented. 

6.  The  voice  must  be  pleasing  and  free 
from    objectionable   qualities. 

7.  A  well-balanced  record  of  extracurricular 
activities   must   have   been   developed. 

8.  The  student  shall  meet  tne  specific  re 
quirements  of  his  curriculum  as  prescribed  for 
the   first  two   years. 

Students  who  fail  to  meet  the  above  re 
quirements  will  be  given  one  semester  plus 
summer  sessions  to  make  them  up.  Students 
who  fail  to  clear  their  deficiencies  by  the  time 
of  their  second  application  will  be  denied  fur' 
ther  professional  training  leading  to  certification 
until   the   deficiency  is   made   up. 

Credentials  will  be  examined  by  the  Com- 
mittee  on  Professional  Standards  and  decisions 
will  be  reached  on  the  basis  of  all  evidence 
available. 

Placement  Service  —  The  services  of  the 
Placement  Bureau  are  available  to  all  students 
who  are  certified  to  teach.  The  directors  of 
the  various  departments  take  an  active  interest 
in  the  placement  of  their  graduates.  Co-ordina* 
tion  of  effort  is  secured  through  a  central  com' 
mittee.  Although  teaching  positions  are  not 
guaranteed  by  the  college,  Indiana's  record  of 
placement  is  one  of  the  very  best  in  Pennsyl' 
vania.  A  placement  service  for  students  desir' 
ing  positions  as  camp  counselors  is  also  cen' 
tered    in    this   bureau. 

The    Placement    Bureau,    with    offices   in    the 


Keith    School,    is   under  the   supervision   of   Mr. 
John   E.    Davis. 

The  College  Infirmary  is  located  at  406 
South  llth  Street,  across  the  street  from  the 
rear  of  the  auditorium.  General  operational 
pohcies  are   as   follows: 

Infirmary  hours  are  for  the  care  of  condi- 
tions which  do  not  come  under  the  heading  of 
emergencies.  Emergencies  are  cared  for  at  any 
time.  These  include  fractures,  sprains,  faints, 
cuts,   indigestion  and  dysmenorrhea. 

Reporting  to  the  infirmary  before  a  class  is 
missed  is  necessary  if  an  excuse  is  desired. 
House  students  as  well  as  dormitory  students 
should  report  to  the  infirmary  when  ill  so  as 
to  receive  medical  attention  as  soon  as  possible. 
Students  should  not  go  to  classes  with  heavy 
colds.  They  are  likely  to  extend  their  own  ill' 
nesses  and  endanger  others. 

The  nurses  should  not  be  called  to  the  stu' 
dent's  room  unless  the  seriousness  of  the  illness 
makes  a  call  to  the  infirmary  inadvisable. 

Students  who  are  ill  enough  to  require  a  bed 
in  the  infirmary  need  quiet  and  rest  for  re 
covery.  If  the  patient's  condition  permits,  he 
may  have  visirors  from  4  to  5  p.m.  Not  more 
than  two  visitors  per  patient  should  be  permit' 
ted  at  one  time. 

After  the  girls'  dormitories  close  for  the 
night,  women  students  will  call  the  Dean  of 
Women  in  case  of  illness  rather  than  the  In' 
firmary  directly. 

Any  student,  boarder  or  commuter,  may  con' 
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suit  with  the  college  physician.  The  physician 
and  nurses  are  responsible  for  the  physical  con' 
dition  of  the  student  body.  Students  are  asked 
to  call  at  the  infirmary  before  visiting  a  doctor 
or  dentist  in  town  so  that  a  complete  health 
record  may  be  kept.  Advice  is  given  and  an 
appointment  is  made  for  the  student. 

There  is  no  charge  for  the  services  at  the 
infirmary.  The  ordinary  medications  are  pre 
vided.  The  students  must,  however,  pay  for 
special    medications   and    prescriptions. 

There  is  no  charge  for  house  and  dormitory 
students'  care  at  the  infirmary  until  after  the 
third  consecutive  day.  Then  the  charge  of  $1.00 
per  day  is  made.  Off  campus  students  are 
charged  at  the  rate  of  $2.00  per  day  from  the 
beginning. 

If  students  become  ill  at  home  during  a 
vacation  or  a  weekend,  they  should  not  return 
until  they  are  ready  to  go  to  classes.  Illnesses 
are  aggravated  by  travel.  If  a  physician  has  been 
in  attendance,  the  student  should  bring  to  the 
infirmary  a  statement  of  the  diagnosis.  The  col- 
lege wants  to  be  assured  that  the  student  has 
had  nothing  contagious.

The  Student  Bank  —  A  department  of  the 
Cooperative  Association  known  as  the  Student 
Bank  is  operated  in  the  office  of  the  College 
Bookstore.  Students  receiving  money  from  home 
and  not  wishing  to  take  the  risk  of  carrying  it 
on  their  persons  or  leaving  it  in  their  rooms 
may  deposit  it  in  the  bank  and  withdraw  it  as 
needed   by  the   issuance   of  checks. 

To  help  defray  the  expense  of  insurance, 
etc.,  a  nominal  charge  is  made  for  this  service. 
Students  are  urged  by  the  faculty  and  admin- 
istration to  use  this  service  as  a  precaution 
against  loss.

The  Students'  Central  Treasury  serves  the 
purpose  of  a  bank  for  student  organizations, 
making  available  on  the  College  campus  all  serv 
ices,  necessary  business  papers  and  standardized 
procedures  for  the  administration  of  extracur- 
ricular finances.  The  office  is  under  the  super- 
vis'on  of  John  Lingenfelter,  Cooperative  Treas- 
urer, who  is  directly  responsible  to  the  President. 

Services  of  the  Students'  Central  Treasury 
include    in-^tallation    of    accounting    records,    uni- 
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form  continuation  between  business  officers  and 
their  successors,  systematic  methods  for  han' 
dh'ng  money  and  general  assistance  to  organiza' 
tion  officials  in  keeping  their  financial  activities 
on  a  sound  financial  basis. 

Organization  treasurers  are  required  to  write 
receipts  in  duplicate  for  all  dues,  fees,  assess' 
ments,  etc.,  which  they  collect  or  receive.  They 
give  the  original  copy  of  the  receipt  to  the 
person  from  whom  the  money  is  received  and 
retain   the    duplicate    copy. 

All  disbursements  are  paid  by  check,  typed 
in  duplicate  by  the  Central  Treasurer  upon  sub' 
mission  of  treasury  orders  by  organization  treas' 
urers.  The  Central  Treasury  retains  the  carbon 
copy  of  the  check,  countersigns  the  original  and 
returns  it  to  the  organization's  treasurer  who 
then   obtains   the   sponsor's   signature. 

From  handling  the  vouchers,  evidencing  re 
ceipts  and  disbursements,  organization  treasurers 
gain  valuable  experience  in  cash  routines  as  well 
as  in  keeping  a  simplified  cash  book. 

The  Bookstore  carries  all  the  textbooks  used 
in  the  various  classes.  The  management  of  the 
Bookstore  on  a  cooperative  student  basis  is 
directed  through  the  Student  Cooperative  Assc 
ciation.  Classroom  accessories  are  available  at 
nominal  prices.  Gym  clothing,  regulation  tank 
suits  and  college  jewelry  may  also  be  obtained. 
The  Bookstore  is  open  from  8:00  a.m.  to  5:00 
p.m.  daily  except  Saturday,  when  it  closes  at 
noon. 
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The  College  Post  Office  is  located  on  the 
ground  floor  of  John  Sutton  Hall  in  the  rear 
of  the  Bookstore.  This  is  a  branch  of  the  City 
Post  Office  and  is  open  each  week-day.  Students 
may  mail  and  receive  packages  through  the 
College  Post  Office. 

The  Telephone  Office  is  located  on  the  first 
floor  of  John  Sutton  Hall.  Addresses  of  the 
faculty  members  as  well  as  the  names  and  room 
numbers  of  the  students  may  be  obtained  there. 
Telegrams  and  telephone  messages  are  received 
at  this  office  and  delivered  immediately.  Tele- 
phone pay  stations  are  available  in  John  Sutton 
Hall,  the  Men's  Lounge  and  Clark  Hall. 

Lo5t  and  Found  —  Students  should  report 
the  loss  of  property  immediately  to  the  cus' 
todian  of  the  building.  Articles  found  should 
be  handed  to  the  Dean  of  Women,  the  Dean 
of  Men   or  turned   in   at  the   switchboard. 

The  Den  —  A  smoking  room  for  girls  on 
the  ground  floor  of  John  Sutton  Hall  is  open 
daily  until  12:00  p.m.  This  room  is  maintained 
and  managed  by  the  students  who  use  it. 

Men  calling  for  women  students  are  re- 
quested to  wait  in  the  Reception  Lounge  in 
order  to  keep  entrance  halls  clear. 

Coat  Rooms  adjoin  Recreation  Hall.  Stu- 
dents are  requested  to  hang  wraps  there  in  order 
to   keep    rooms  in   orderly   condition. 

Commuters  Lounge  —For  the  use  of  non- 
resident women  there  are  study,  rest  and  lunch 
rooms  in  John  Sutton   Hall.

Lounges  are  open  for  student  use  daily  until 
7:30,  except  Friday  and  Saturday  when  they 
are  open  until  11:00,  and  Sunday  until  10:00. 
When  women  students  take  an  evening  privi- 
lege, Monday  through  Thursday,  North  and 
South  parlors  may  be  used.  At  all  times  students 
are  expected  to  exercise  good  taste  in   conduct. 

College  Convocations  are  held  weekly  in  the 
Auditorium  on  Tuesday  at  10:00  a.m.  At  this 
time  the  College  presents  the  best  available 
speakers,  artists  and  musicians.  Students  are  re- 
quired  to  attend  these  assemblies.  If  they  absent 
themselves  excessively  they  may  be  required  to 
earn  additional  hours  for  graduation.  The  Daily 
Bulletin  and  the  Indiana  Penn  carry  announce 
ments  about  all  convocations. 

Radio  Broadcasting  continues  as  an  estab' 
lished  activity  of  the  college.  The  programs 
originate  at  Station  WDAD. 

These  programs  provide  entertainment  for 
families  and  schools  in  the  area  covered  by  the 
local  station  and  furnish  practical  laboratory  ex' 
perience  for  the  students  taking  part.  The  broad' 
casts  are  usually  the  results  of  the  courses  in 
radio,  which  embrace  microphone  techniques, 
radio   acting   and   all   phases   of  production. 

The  Speech  Clinic,  located  on  the  ground 
floor  of  Leonard  Hall,  is  designed  to  help  stU' 
dents  improve  their  speech.  Those  who  fail  to 
pass  the  entrance  speech  examination  are  re 
quired  to  attend  the  speech  clinic  until  their 
particular    difficulties    are    remedied.    Therapy   is 
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ins.tituted  by  the  clinician  to  help  such  students 
overcome   their   difficulties. 

In  addition,  the  speech  clinic  is  open  to  any 
student  who  desires  speech  improvement.  Clinic 
hours  are  posted  at  the  beginning  of  each 
semester  and  all  students  are  welcome  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  service. 

TTie  Psycho-Educational  Bureau  is  located  on 
the  ground  floor  of  the  Library,  Wilson  Hall. 
Counseling  and  testing  are  available  for  any  col- 
lege student  who  feels  that  he  needs  help  with 
an  academic  or  personal  problem.  Students  need 
only  report  to  the  Bureau  and  ask  for  an  ap' 
pointment  with  any  member  of  the  staff.  All 
conferences  are  entirely  confidential.  It  is  the 
desire  of  the  staff  of  the  Psycho-Educational 
Bureau  that  its  facilities  be  used  at  any  time  by 
any  individual  who  feels  that  he  needs  help  in 
his  efforts  toward  personal  adjustment  and 
happiness. 

Fire  Drill  Regulations  —  A  fire  drill,  re- 
quired by  state  regulations,  is  observed  one  day 
each  month  by  all  college  personnel.  Fire  drill 
regulations  are  posted  in  each  hall  of  the  college 
buildings.  Students  are  expected  to  act  promptly 
according  to  directions.  Students  should  become 
acquainted  with  the  proper  exit  from  any  loca- 
tion in  the  buildings  on  the  campus. 

A  student  should  be  appointed  in  each  class 
to  open  and  wedge  the  door  when  the  alarm 
rings. 

Teachers  should  be  the  last  out  of  the  room 
and   should  be  sure  that  all  windows  and  doors 
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are  closed  upon  leaving.  Lightj>  should  be  left  on. 

Students  should  leave  the  building  as  rapidly 
as  possible  and  keep  moving  until  they  are  at 
least  fifty  feet  from  the  exit. 

Teachers  are  urged  to  leave  the  building  and 
to  assist  by  keeping  all  exits  cleared  and  by 
asking  students  to  keep  moving  until  they  are 
fifty   feet   from   the   building. 

Teachers  in  rooms  where  there  are  fire 
escapes  are  responsible  for  having  the  doors 
leading  to  the  fire  escapes  open  and  blocked 
open  immediately  when  the  alarm  sounds.  The 
teachers  in  charge  of  the  Chemistry  Laboratory 
are  responsible  for  the  doors  to  the  fire  escape 
adjacent  to  the   Laboratory. 

It  is  an  important  duty  of  the  Fire  Chief 
in  each  building  to  see  that  all  external  fire 
escapes  and  other  exits  are  not  made  impassable 
by  snow,  ice,  debris,  etc.,  and  are  in  good  work' 
ing  order. 

The  College  Lodge  plays  an  important  part 
in  the  instructional  and  recreational  life  of 
Indiana.  Owned  by  students  and  faculty,  this 
100  acres  of  wooded  hillside,  with  its  rustic 
lodge  and  three  shelter  houses,  not  only  offers 
opportunities  for  classes  to  study  nature  and 
conservation,  but  is  in  demand  for  picnics,  meet' 
ings  and  winter  sports. 

Organizations  are  invited  to  use  these 
facilities. 

All  arrangements  for  the  use  of  the  Lodge 
must  be  made  through  the  office  of  the  Dean 
of   Women. 
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Groups    eligible    to    use    the    Lodge: 

1.  Any  student  group  (social,  educational,  etc.) 
with    a    faculty    adviser. 

2.  Alumni  —  any  organized   group   or  unit. 

3.  Faculty  —  as  an  organized  group,  as  a  group 
with  faculty  predominating  and  as  a  faculty 
group. 

4.  Students  with  their  families  may  be  permit' 
ted  to  use  the  outside  shelters  on  occasion, 
if  arrangements  have  been  made  and  a  per' 
mit  granted. 

5.  Other  organizations  approved  by  the  Secrc 
tary-Treasurer. 

Conditions  for  Use  of  the  Lodge: 

1.  Permit  card  must  be  presented  to  the  care- 
taker  whenever  shelters  or  lodge  buildings 
are  used. 

2.  Reservations  must  be  made  in  advance  with 
the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Women  so  that 
the  caretaker  may  be  notified  of  any  neces' 
sary   preparation. 

3.  Permit  card  must  be  obtained  in  the  office 
of  the   Dean   of  Women. 

4.  Caretaker  is  held  responsible  for  enforcing 
regulations  for  the  use  of  the  lodge  property, 
and  those  using  the  property  are  responsible 
to   him    for   its   use. 

5.  Anyone  on  the  property  at  any  time  must 
be  ready  to  identify  himself  at  the  request 
of  the   caretaker    ("I"   card). 

6.  In  order  to  discourage  outsiders,  a  chain 
will    be    placed    across    the    road    during    the 
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night    unless    there    is   a    reservation    for   the 
evening.

Bus  Service  —  Indiana  is  well  served  by  sev 
eral  bus  lines.  Connections  may  be  made  in  In' 
diana  for  points  east,  north,  west  and  south.

CONSTITUTION   AND   BY-LAWS 

adopted  by  the 

WOMEN  S    COLLEGIATE    ASSOCIATION 

Preamble 

In  any  college  in  which  student  government 
is  in  force  the  success  of  the  system  depends 
upon  the  spirit  of  those  who  live  under  it  and 
are  responsible  for  its  operation.  It  is  assumed 
that  every  girl  who  comes  to  Indiana  wants  the 
responsibility  of  her  own  freedom  and  will  ap- 
preciate the  existing  system  of  student  govern- 
ment which  is  based  upon  the  principle  of  self- 
government. 

To  make  this  principle  of  government  a 
working  reality,  certain  regulation  is  necessary, 
and  to  this  end  each  student  is  expected  not 
only  to  accept  the  general  objectives  of  the 
group  but  also  to  be  willing  to  subscribe  to  the 
rules   and    regulations  which   support   them. 

The  individual  student  is  expected  in  every 
way  to  live  up  to  the  ideals  of  the  college  com- 
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niunity  and  to  ^jive  all  possible  aid  to  her  asso' 
ciates  in  supporting  the  same  ideals.  If  this  is 
unsuccessful,  the  group  -  -  through  its  official 
representatives  -  takes  action  to  bring  the  stu- 
dent to  a  realization  of  her  responsibilities. 

By  the  very  nature  of  the  organization,  every 
student  has  an  active  part  not  only  in  enforcing 
existing  regulations  but  also,  as  in  any  democ 
racy,  in  revitalizing  any  which  have  lost  their 
usefulness  for  current  conditions.  This  privilege 
permits  the  fullest  development  of  student  gov- 
ernment's potentialities  as  an  active  force  in  the 
community. 

In  the  last  analysis  the  success  of  the  whole 
undertaking  rests  equally  upon  each  individual. 
No  one  can  fail  in  her  personal  obligations  with- 
out affecting  others;  each  one  accepts  sincerely 
and  honestly  her  own  responsibilities,  thereby 
strengthening   the  whole   group. 

While  miracles  cannot  be  expected  from 
organization,  it  is  through  faithfulness  to  the 
small  details  of  this  organization  that  the  spirit 
behind  them  emerges.  The  Women's  Collegiate 
Association  of  State  Teachers  College,  Indiana, 
is  a  combination  of  spirit  and  organization  that 
is  truly  government  of  the  students,  by  the  stu- 
dents, and  for  the  students.  It  is  understood  that 
the  powers  of  this  organization  are  delegated 
by  the  Administration  of  the  college. 

Article  I.     Name 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be 
Women's  Collegiate  Association  of  State  Teach- 
ers  College,    Indiana,   Pennsylvania. 
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Article  II.      Objectives 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to 
promote  cooperation  with  faculty  and  adminis' 
tration,  to  promote  united  action  in  matters  of 
general  college  interest,  and  to  enact  and  en' 
force  laws  to  this   end. 

Article   III.      Membership 

All  women  students  registered  in  the  college 

who    live    in    the    dormitory    are    automatically 

members  of  the  Women's  Collegiate  Association. 

Article  IV.      Legislative  Council 

Section    1.     Members 

The  legislative  members  shall  be  a  committee 
known  as  the  Women's  Collegiate  Association 
Council  and  shall  be  composed  of  the  presidents 
of  each  hall,  the  executive  officers,  heads  of 
committees,  and  the  Dean  of  Women  as  adviser. 

Section    2.      Election 

A.  Hall  Presidents  —  A  president  to  execute 
the  duties  on  the  hall  shall  be  elected  by  the 
group  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  and  see- 
ond  semesters.  Nominations  for  hall  officers 
shall  be  made  by  a  committee  appointed  by 
the  hall  president  from  the  floor.  Temporary 
hall  presidents  for  each  hall,  to  serve  until 
an  organization  of  the  group  can  be  effected, 
shall  be  appointed  before  the  opening  of 
school  by  the  Association  president  in  con' 
sulfation  with  the   Dean  of  Women. 

B.  Committee  Heads  -  Heads  of  Council  com' 
mittees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  executive 
president   of   the   Association   in   consultation 
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with  the  present  presiding  chairmen. 

Section    3.      Duties  of  the   Council 

A.  The  Council  shall  have  full  power  to  origi' 
nate  and  act  upon  suggestions  made  by  hall 
groups  and  refer  these  to  the  Judicial  Board. 

B.  The  Council  shall  act  upon  suggestions  pre- 
sented by  the  Council  committees. 

C.  The  Council  shall  review  and  shall  act  upon 
suggestions  made  by  the  Judicial  Board  and 
the   Executive  officers. 

Section   4.      Council  Committees 
and   Their   Duties 

A.  General.  All  committee  members  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  chairmen  of  the  respective 
committees. 

B.  Social  Committee.  To  be  in  charge  of  Asso' 
ciation  teas,  and  to  plan  a  party  for  the 
Freshmen  during  Freshman  Week. 

C.  House  Committee.  To  receive  all  complaints 
and  requests  for  better  house  conditions  and 
report  same  to  proper  authorities.  To  place 
current  magazines  and  newspapers  in  Re' 
ception   Lounge. 

D.  Publicity  Committee.  To  be  in  charge  of  all 
publicity  for  the  Association. 

E.  Welfare  Committee.  To  cooperate  with  com' 
munity   and   college   in   all   charitable    drives. 

F.  Smoking    Room    Committee.    To    set    up    or' 

ganization   to   keep   smoking   rooms  in    good 
order. 

G.  Social  Service  Committee.  To  conduct  spc 
cial  projects  to  raise  money  for  Association 
expenditures. 
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Section   5.      Dormitory  Organization 

A.  Membership.  All  women  resident  students 
are  members  of  the  hall  group  in  which  they 
live. 

B.  Hall  Officers.  The  hall  officers  shall  be  a 
president  and  a  fire-warden. 

C.  Duties  of  the   Hall   Officers: 

1.  President.  To  preside  at  all  hall  meetings 
and  to  be  responsible  for  hall  conditions. 
To  appoint  such  other  officers  as  she 
deems  necessary.  To  attend  all  Council 
meetings. 

2.  Fire-Warden.  To  assist  the  president  and 
be  responsible  for  organizing  fire  drills, 
appointing  assistants,  assigning  fire  num- 
bers,   and    making    reports    of   fire    drills. 

Article  V.     Executive  Officers 

Section    1.      Officers. 
The    officers    of   the    Association    shall    be    a 
president,    a    vice-president,    a    secretary,    and    a 
treasurer. 

Section    2.      Election   and   Qualification 

A.  The  president  and  vice-president  shall  be 
juniors  during  the  first  semester  of  their 
year  of  service;  the  secretary  and  treasurer 
shall  be  sophomores  dur.ng  the  first  semester 
of  their  year  of  service. 

B.  The  officers  shall  be  nominated  by  a  com' 
mittee  from  the  Council  and  Judicial  Board 
and  elected  by  popular  vote  for  a  term  of 
one  year.  Election  shall  be  held  in  spring 
preceding    the    opening    of    school    in    Sep- 
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temher.    New     officers     shall     assume     their 
duties  before  the  end  of  the  second  semester. 

Section    i.      Duties 

A.  Duties    of   the    President: 

1.  To  preside  at  Association  Council  meet- 
ings. 

2.  To  call  regular  and  special  meetings  of 
the  Council. 

3.  To  appoint  temporary  presidents  of  hall 
groups  to  serve  until  the  end  of  Sep- 
tember. 

4.  To  appoint  chairmen  of  standing  com- 
mittees  of  the  Council. 

5.  To  call  one  general  meeting  of  all  resi' 
dent  women  each  semester. 

6.  To  appoint  any  other  committees  neces' 
sary  for  carrying  on  the  functions  of  the 
Council    or   Association. 

7.  To   prepare  bulletins   for  hall   presidents. 

8.  To  appoint  a  nominating  committee, 
chosen  from  the  Council  and  the  Judicial 
Board,   to   prepare   the   election   slate. 

B.  Duties   of   the    Vice-President: 

1.  To  preside  at  meetings  in  the  absence 
of    the    president. 

2.  To  organize  fire  drills  for  the  dormi- 
tories. 

C.  Duties   of   the    Secretary: 

1.  To  keep  minutes. 

2.  To  carry  on  correspondence. 

3.  To  assist  the  president  in  preparing  the 
bulletin. 
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4.    To    keep    lists    of    all    officers    and    com' 
mittees. 

D.     Duties    of   the    Treasurer: 

1.    To   pay  bills  and  keep   financial   records. 

Article   VI.     Judicial   Board 

Section  1.  Membership 
The  Judicial  Board  shall  be  composed  of  two 
(2)  sophomores,  three  (3)  juniors,  and 
three  (3)  seniors,  the  Association  president, 
and  past  Association  president.  The  Dean 
of  Women   shall   act  as   adviser. 

Section   2.      Election 

One  sophomore  and  one  junior  shall  be  retained 
from  previous  year  by  vote  of  the  Board 
itself  to  serve  on  the  Judicial  Board  for  the 
following  year.  The  other  members  to  com- 
pose the  Board  shall  be  nominated  by  a 
committee  chosen  from  the  Council  and  the 
Judicial  Board  by  the  presiding  Council 
president.  They  shall  be  elected  by  popular 
vote  of  the  resident  women  of  each  class  in 
Spring  preceding  the  opening  of  school  in 
September. 

Section    3.      Duties  of  the   Board 

A.  To  take  final  action  upon  infractions  of  the 
rules  except  in  cases  of  suspension  or  ex- 
pulsion wherein  recommendations  are  made 
to  the  Admini«;trative  Council. 

B.  To  propose  or  suggest  matters  for  the  As- 
sociation Councils  consideration. 

C.  To  consider  and  act  upon  recommendations 
from    the   Council.

Section   4.      Officers 
The   officers   of  the    Board   shall   be   a   chairman 
and    a    secretary    elected    within    the    Board. 
The    chairman     must    have    served    on    the 
Board    a    previous    year. 

Section    5.      Duties  of  the   Officers 

A.  Chairman.  To  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Board. 

B.  Secretary.  To  keep  minutes  of  the  proceed' 
ings,  one  copy  to  be  kept  in  the  Board  file 
and  one  to  be  sent  to  the  Office  of  the  Dean 
of  Women  to  be  filed.  To  be  responsible 
for  written  notification  of  any  penalties  acted 
upon  by  the  Board. 

Section   6.      Meetings 
The   Judicial    Board   shall    meet   each   week   at   a 
time   set  by  the   group  itself. 

Section   7.      Vacancies 
If   any   senior    member    elected    is   teaching    off- 
campus    and    unable    to    attend    meetings,    a 
substitute   shall   be   appointed   from   a   list   of 
candidates  in   the   previous   election. 

Article  VII.     Association  Meetings 

A.  A  meeting  of  the  entire  Women's  Collegiate 
Association  shall  be  called  by  the  Association 
president  once  each  semester. 

B.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Asso' 
ciation   president  whenever  necessary. 

Article  VIII.  Amendments 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution  and  ByLaws 
may  be  made  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
total  membership  of  the  Association  Council.

5.  No  student  shall  leave  the  dormitory  be- 
fore 7:00  a.m.  with  the  exception  of 
those  attending  Catholic  Mass.  Previous 
arrangements  must  be  made  with  the 
Dean   of  Women. 

6.  Students  are  not  permitted  to  take  an 
overnight  permision  after  proms,  Pan' 
hellenic    and    Inter-Fraternity    dances. 

7.  All  girls  taking  weekend  permission  must 
leave  the  dormitory  by  8:00  p.m.  unless 
special  permission  is  granted  by  the  Dean 
of   Women. 

8.  A  letter  from  parents  should  be  on  file 
in  the  office  for  each  entering  student, 
stating  kinds  of  trips,  modes  of  transpor- 
tation, etc.,  which  will  be  acceptable  to 
them.

1.  Each  student's  name,  classification  and 
fire  number  must  appear  on  the  door. 
With  the  exception  of  a  notepad,  no 
other  decorations  are  permitted  on  tht 
door. 

2.  Walls  and  doors  are  to  be  kept  free  of 
tacks,  nails,  posters,  scotch  tape,  adhesive 
tape  or  any  kind  of  paste  or  paint.  Mask- 
ing tape  may  be  used  and  pictures  may 
be  hung  from  the  molding. 

3.  Beds  should  be  made  and  rooms  in  order 
by   10:00  a.m.  each  day. 

4.  Although  rooms  are  swept,  and  sprayed 
regularly,  students  are  still  responsible 
for  the  conditions  of  their  rooms.  Stu- 
dents  are  requested  to  have  their  rooms 
in   readiness   for   sweeping   and    spraying. 

5.  Food  should  be  kept  in  metal  or  glass 
containers.  Food  must  not  be  kept  on 
windowsills. 

6.  Turn  off  all  lights  and  radios  when  leav 
ing   your   room. 

7.  All  necessary  repairs  should  be  reported 
in  writing  to  the  House  Director  on  the 
form  provided  for  that  purpose  in  her 
office. 

8.  At  all  times  students  must  be  considerate 
of  others  in  the  use  of  radios,  type' 
writers,  and  record  players  which  may  be 
used    from    7:30    a.m.    until    10:30    p.m. 
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daily    and    from    7:30    a.m.    until     11:00 
p.m.   Saturday. 
9.     10:30    means    being    in    one's    room    and 
quiet.    The    10:30    is    extended    to    11:00 
p.m.  on  Saturday  night. 

10.  Quiet  sufficient  for  study  is  to  be  main- 
tained in  the  dormitories  during  the  day. 
Excluding  Saturday,  quiet  is  maintained 
every  night  from  7:30  p.m.  From  9:30 
p.m.  until  10:00  p.m.  students  may  en- 
joy a  period  of  relaxation. 

11.  Students  should  lock  their  rooms  when 
leaving.  At  the  beginning  of  the  school 
year  each  student  deposits  50<*  for  a  key. 
The  deposit  is  refunded  when  the  key  is 
returned. 

12.  Losses  of  any  kind  should  be  reported 
to  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of  Women  im- 
mediately. Any  articles  found  may  be 
turned  in  to  this  office  or  at  the  switch- 
board. 

C.    Drinking  —  General  Rules 

1.  It  is  expected  that  a  student  will  fulfill 
her  social  responsibility  to  herself  and 
to  her  college  by  maintaining  a  proper 
standard  of  behavior  and  by  exerting  her 
influence  to  hold  others  to  the  same  high 
ideal.  Drinking  of  alcoholic  beverages 
shall  not  be  tolerated.  The  minimum 
punishment  for  breaking  the  rules  shall 
be   suspension. 

2.  No  alcoholic  beverages  shall  be  allowed 
on  the  campus.  The  Lodge  is  part  of  the 
campus.

4.  Professional  meetings  are  held  on  Monday. 
Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday  nights 
as  scheduled  on  the  calendar  of  regular 
events  in  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Women, 
and  should  be  limited  to  one  hour  insofar 
as  possible.  These  meetings  should  not  in' 
elude  the  serving  of  refreshments  more 
than  twice  a  semester  if  weekly  meetings 
are  held  and  only  once  a  semester  if 
monthly  meetings  are  held.  Dinner  meetings 
or  outings  scheduled  on  these  nights  should 
terminate   by    7:30    p.m. 

5.  Social  events  should  be  confined  to  Friday 
evenings,  Saturday  afternoons,  or  evenings 
as  scheduled  on  the  calendar. 

6.  All  special  social  events  involving  late  per' 
missions,  the  use  of  the  school  facilities 
such  as  the  Lodge,  Recreation  Hall,  Activ 
ities  Cottage,  etc.,  should  be  limited  to  one 
a    semester   insofar   as   possible. 

7.  Campus  organizations  are  expected  not  to 
compete    with    major    all-campus    activities. 

8.  Any  group  desiring  to  form  a  student  or- 
ganization  shall  petition  the  Student  Coun- 
cil  which  will  forward  recommendation  to 
the  Administrative  Council.  Such  petition 
shall  state  the  purpose  of  the  organization, 
the   eligibility,   the   approximate   amount   of 
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the  student  s  time  and  the  money  needed 
for  It,  and  the  name  of  its  faculty  adviser. 
A  tentative  Hst  of  prospective  charter  mem' 
bers  shall  be  included. 
9.  Each  student  organization  shall  have  a 
faculty  adviser  approved  by  the  President 
of  the  College. 

10.  The  finances  of  all  student  organizations 
shall  follow  the  procedures  prescribed  by 
the   Central   Treasurer. 

11.  Any  case  of  disagreement  between  a  stu' 
dent  and  his  faculty  adviser  or  the  organi' 
zatioQ  concerning  participation  in  extra- 
curricular activities  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Administrative    Council. 

1 2.  The  faculty  adviser  shall  submit  to  the 
Dean  of  Women  the  names  of  all  officers 
of  his  student  organization  within  ten  days 
after  the  appointment  or  election.  In  addi- 
tion, to  permit  official  recognition  in  the 
student's  accumulative  record,  he  shall  sub- 
mit an  annual  report  of  student  participa- 
tion in  his  student  organization. 

13.  A  report  of  each  prom  should  be  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  Deari  of  Women  not  later 
than  one  week  after  the  event.  This  report 
will  include  the  budget,  committee  ap- 
pointments and  reports,  and  a  summary  of 
the  prom  itself.  These  will  be  filed  for  use 
by  students  and  advisers  planning  future 
proms. 

General  regulations  regarding  extracurricular 
activities    follow: 


No  student  shall  be  elected  to  office  in  any 
student  organization  unless  he  has  a  "C" 
average,  or  better,  on  all  work  completed 
up  to  that  time,  and  is  doing  satisfactory- 
work  in  each  of  his  subjects  at  the  time  he 
is  elected. 

No  student  who  has  below  a  "C"  average 
or  who  has  a  failure  in  any  subject  for  a 
semester  shall  retain  active  membership  in 
any  fraternity  during  the  following  semester. 
The  interpretation  of  this  rule  in  individual 
cases  shall  be  left  to  the  Inter'Fraternity 
Council   or   the    Pan-Hellenic   Council. 

No  student  shall  hold  more  than  one  major 
office  at  a  time.  Each  of  the  following  shall 
be  considered  as  a  major  office: 

a.  President  of  a  fraternity,  YMCA. 
YWCA,  Student  Council,  Senior  Class, 
or  President  of  any  organization  where 
the  time  required  for  the  office  will 
average  more  than  two  hours  per  week 
for  the  semester. 

b.  Manager  of  a   varsity   sport. 

c.  Editor    of   the    Indiana    Penn. 

d.  Officer  of  any  student  organization  where 
the  time  required  for  the  office  will 
probably  average  more  than  two  hours 
per   week    for    the    semester. 

e.  Editor  or  business  manager  of  the  Oak. 

f.  President  of  the  Women's  Collegiate 
Association. 

Approval  for  participation  of  persons  in 
activities   where   they   represent   the   college 
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before    the    public    shall    be    obtained    from 
the    Dean.    This    includes    athletics,    drama. 
International    Relations    Club,    Inter-collegi- 
ate   Conference    on    Government,    Eastern 
States     Asociation,      extracurricular      music 
events,   etc. 
PERMISSION  FOR  SOCIAL  EVENTS 
Blanket    permissions    are    granted    to    groups 
for   parties,    trips,    etc.,   with   proper   supervision. 
For     such     permission,     previous     arrangements 
should    be    made    as    to    place,    hours,    and    the 
like.  If  the  group  will  be  off  campus  during  the 
evening,  a  list  of  names  of  students  participating 
should   be    filed    in    the    office    of    the    Dean    of 
Women  by  noon  of  the  day  of  the  activity. 

Social  events  are  scheduled  on  the  college 
calendar  only  on  Friday  and  Saturday  unless 
exception  has  been  made  by  the  President  or 
office  of  the  Dean  of  \\'omen.

TTie  Daily  Bulletin  is  issued  every  day  by 
the  administratum.  To  have  a  notice  printed  it 
must  be  signed  by  a  member  of  the  faculty  and 
be  deposited  at  the  switchboard  before  4:00 
p.m.  on  the  day  previous  to  publication.  Notices 
must  be  clear,  concise  and  of  concern  to  a 
large  portion  of  the  student  body.  Every  student 
should  make  it  a  habit  to  read  the  bulletin  each 
day. 

The  Teachers  College  Bulletin  is  published 
four  times  a  year,  twice  as  a  college  catalogue 
and   twice    as    an    educational    bulletin. 

Activities  Calendar  -  A  calendar  of  college 
activities  and  social  events  is  kept  in  the  office 
of  the  Dean  of  Women.  At  the  beginning  of

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ATHLETIC  REGULATIONS 

In  March  of  1947.  at  a  joint  meeting  of  the 
athletic  directors  of  the  state  colleges  and  the 
Athletic  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Presidents 
of  the  State  Teachers  Colleges,  it  was  decided 
to  revise  the  present  athletic  regulations  in  these 
institutions.  Following  are  excerpts  from  the  re' 
vised  regulations: 

Section  1.  The  president  of  each  college 
shall  be  responsible  for  its  athletics.  He  or  his 
authorized  representatives  shall  accompany  any 
team  which  represents  the  college  in  any  athletic 
contest. 

Section  2.  No  student  who  has  completed 
the  number  of  credits  required  for  graduation  in 
his  curriculum,  or  has  been  in  attendance  for 
more  years  than  there  are  in  his  curriculum,  or 
who  is  not  maintaining  a  passing  grade  in  at 
least  twelve  (12)  semester  hours  of  work,  shall 
be  eligible  to  compete  in  any  contest. 

Section  3.  A  student  to  be  eJigible  must 
have  secured  a  passing  grade  in  at  least  twelve 
(12)  semester  hours  of  work  during  the  nine 
weeks  preceding  each  respective  sport.  A  stu' 
dent  who  attends  summer  school  and  carries  the 
equivalent  of  one-half  a  regular  semester's  work 
(9  weeks  and  8  hours  of  work  or  more)  shall 
be  considered  for  eligibility  on  the  same  basis 
as  for  the  preceding  nine  weeks  of  attendance 
if  the  work  is  done  at  the  same  college.  In  all 
cases  exclusion  from  teams  shall  be  for  a  period 
equal  to  the  period  covered  by  the  report. 
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Section  4.  No  student  who  while  in  col' 
lege  is  competing  under  a  false  name  or  is  re- 
ceiving  money  or  other  valuable  considerations, 
either  directly  or  indirectly,  for  competing  in 
athletic  contests  is  eligible  to  take  part  in  any 
contest  in  that  sport  during  that  session. 

Section  5.  No  member  of  a  college  team 
shall  be  permitted  to  engage  in  athletic  activity 
or  on  any  other  team  in  the  same  sport  during 
the  playing  season  in  which  he  is  participating 
on   a  team   representing   the   college. 

Section  7.  No  student  transferring  from 
any  four'year  institution  of  collegiate  rank,  ex' 
cept  from  a  regularly  accredited  junior  college, 
to  a  State  Teachers  College  shall  be  eligible  for 
any  intercollegiate  competition  until  after  a 
week's  residence.  Where  one  year  intervenes  be 
tween  attendance  at  an  institution  of  collegiate 
rank  and  matriculation  in  a  State  Teachers  Col- 
lege, a  student  so  enrolled  is  not  to  be  consid' 
ered  as  a  transfer  and  shall  be  eligible  for  par- 
ticipation   in   athletics. 

Section  8.  The  student  who  trains  at  a 
training  camp  with  a  college  before  the  football 
season  opens  but  who  does  not  register  at  the 
college  is  eligible  to  enter  a  teachers  college  and 
play  that  season. 

Section  10.  A  teachers  college  varsity  team 
may  compete  with  teams  representing  a  four- 
year  degree  granting  institution  either  in  a 
practice  or  scheduled   game. 

Section  11.  These  regulations  shall  apply  in 
all    intercollegiate    contests. 
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ATHLETIC  AWARD  SYSTEM 

The  Athletic  Awards  at  Indiana  include  the 
Varsity  "I"  emblemed  sweaters  and  gold  basket' 
balls,  footballs,  etc.  In  order  to  achieve  these 
awards  certain  requirements  have  been  estab' 
lished. 

For  the  letter,  the  Varsity  "I"  which  is 
awarded  in  baseball,  football,  track,  tennis, 
swimming,  golf,  soccer,  and  wrestling,  one  must 
have  participated  in  at  least  half  of  the  games 
and  must  have  the  recommendation  of  the 
coach. 

The  sweaters  are  presented  to  those  players 
who  have  won  their  second  "I"  with  the  condi' 
tion  that  that  letter  was  won  the  second  time  in 
the  same  sport.  Also  the  players  must  have  been 
faithful  in  attending  practice. 

The  gold  service  awards  are  given  to  an 
athlete  who  is  a  senior  and  who  has  been  on 
the  varsity  squad  and  has  participated  on  that 
squad  for  three  or  four  years  and  during  that 
time  has  earned  at  least  one  letter  by  partici' 
pating  in  half  or  more  of  the  games. 

Also,  rewards  are  set  up  for  team  managers, 
cheerleaders,  and  the  Indiana  Indian.  At  the  end 
of  the  first  year  of  service,  each  receives 
numerals,  at  the  end  of  the  second  year  the 
Varsity  "I"  and  at  the  end  of  the  third  year  the 
jacket.

INTRAMURAL  SPORTS 

There  is  an  outlet  for  any  individual  who 
wishes  to  participate  in  the  varied  varsity  and 
intramural  athletic  program,  which  has  been  re 
designed  and  reorganized  to  fit  the  needs  of  the 
present   day   curriculum. 

A  student  is  urged  to  participate  in  those 
activities  for  which  he  is  best  physically  fit  and 
which  best  meet  his  needs.  Although  many  of 
the    students    are    physically    unable    to    compete 
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in  some  of  the  more  strenuous  activities,  there 
are  still  many  choices  always  open  in  the  In- 
tramural Program.  Usually  a  careful  study  is 
made  of  one's  physical  condition  and  needs, 
and  this  study  is  supplemented  by  the  advice  of 
a  leader  in  the  field,  enabling  one  to  be  in  a 
position  to  make  a  wise  choice  from  the  activ 
ities  offered. 

The  chief  aims  of  the  Intramural  sports  pro' 
gram  at  Indiana  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  encourage  athletics  for  present  enjoyment 
and  improvement  of  health. 

2.  To  teach  and  train  students  in  athletic  activ' 
ities  in  which  they  can  participate  after 
school  life  as  a  profitable  use  of  leisure  time. 

3.  To  develop  habits  of  good  sportsmanship 
and  fair  play. 

4.  To  furnish  a  knowledge  of  the  rules  and 
skills  required  and  to  prepare  students  to  or- 
ganize and  promote  Intramural  sports  in  the 
public   schools. 

MEN'S  VARSITY  "I"  CLUB 

1.      Purpose  and  Objectives 

A.  To  promote  and  foster  good  fellowship, 
sportsmanship,  and  friendly  feeling  of  co- 
operation among  the  athletes  of  this  and 
rival    colleges. 

B.  To  stimulate  interest  in  athletics  of  the 
college.

A.  The  organization  shall  include  and  comprise 
those  individuals  who  have  been  certified  by 
the  College  Athletic  Committee  as  having 
won  a  letter  (Varsity  'T")  in  any  one  of 
the   major  sports  of  the  college. 

B.  The  president  of  the  college  appoints  an 
Athletic  Committee  or  Council.  The  male 
members  of  this  committee  automatically  be' 
come   niembers  of  the  club. 

C.  Honorary  membership  may  be  granted  to 
any  individual  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
active    membership    of   the    club. 

D.  Alumni  members  -  graduates  who  have  won 
a  Varsity  "I"  in  any  sport  —  shall  have  full 
rights  and  privileges  except  that  of  voting. 
The  right  to  vote  is  reserved  for  active 
members  only. 

The  Varsity  "I"  has  built  up  a  substantial 
fund  to  be  used  primarily  as  a  loan  fund  for 
those  who  have  won  their  "I's."  From  this  fund 
any  member  of  the  Varsity  "I"  in  good  standing 
IS    permitted    to   borrow   up   to    $50   a    semester.

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LIFE  SAVING  —  WATER  SAFETY 

Classes  in  Senior  Life  Saving  are  oifered  both 
semesters  to  provide  training  for  students  who 
desire  to  quaHfy  for  work  in  summer  camps 
and  other  projects.  These  classes  are  taught  by 
both  college  and  campus  instructors.  The  re' 
quirements  for  participation  in  these  classes  are 
those  which  are  set  up  in  the  Red  Cross  Water 
Safety  Book.  A  further  stipulation  is  that  all 
participants  must  satisfactorily  complete  the 
American    Red   Cross    Swimmer's   Skills. 

An  Instructor's  Course  in  Water  Safety  is 
offered  those  who  have  completed  the  follow' 
ing:  the  Senior  Life  Saving  Course  Swimmer's 
Skills,  the  Advanced  Swimmer's  Skills,  and  a 
fifteen'hour   training   course   for  instructors.
